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The Indo-Pakistan Impasse: 
Exploring New Avenues... 


N THE aftermath of inde- 
pendence, there has been 
much reflection and debate 
on the issue of improving 
Indo-Pakistani relations. At 
no other time since independence 
have the political situations in both 
countries been more conducive to 
making progress towards peace. 
With democratically-elected gov- 
ernments in both countries openly 
disposed towards improving rela- 
tions, not forgetting the ‘Gujral 
Doctrine’ and the initiation of 
high-level government meetings, 
there is a discernible mood of opti- 
mism. .But any optimism 
expressed soon turns sour when 
behind the rhetoric a_ political 
stalemate results from an unwill- 
ingness on either side to budge on 
a number of so-called ‘intractable’ 
issues, the primary stumbling 
block remaining Kashmir. 
Certainly no one imagines 
that India and Pakistan's 
differences will be resolved 
overnight. But in order for 
genuine progress to be made, 
what becomes increasingly 
apparent is the fact that the 
whole process has benefited 
enormously from the work of 
Non-Government 
Organisations (NGOs) in 
establishing ties between the 
people in both countries — a 
process which must be both a 
prerequisite to =—-_ political 
progress and one which will 
serve to promote public 
support, in much the same way 
that such ties helped to bring 
about the collapse of the Berlin 
Wall in Germany in the late 
1980s. But for the peace 
process to gain real

momentum, it is essential that 
bilateral ties are promoted at 
all levels. And an area that has 
to date been neglected, yet 
could potentially play a 
constructive role, is that of 
establishing bilateral — ties 
between India and Pakistan's 
High Commissions abroad, 
Indian and Pakistani Non- 
Resident communities have 
long played an influential role 
in the politics of the 
subcontinent, and such a role 
for High Commissions abroad 
could provide much-needed 
additional impetus necessary to 
the peace process. 

The goodwill that would be 
created through such a gesture 
would, in itself, prove 
invaluable. Yet the wider 
implications suggest that it 
could evolve into a forum for 
bilateral discussion which 
would in turn influence 
domestic policy-makers. The 
advantages of such links are 
manifold. Firstly, the 
establishment of such a forum 
would require neither new 
finance or setting up, as both 
High Commissions have long- 
established ties with nationals 
abroad. Secondly, the forums 
would gain from the genuine 
enthusiasm and goodwill of 
those involved, as their 
motivation would neither be 
restricted by domestic India or 
Pakistani political agendas or 
allegiances, nor would they be 
dependent on a separate political 
agenda, as in the case of the 
various ‘third parties’ such as the 
US, whose involvement has more 
to do with promoting political 


hegemony than other goals. 
Certainly in the case of the UK, 
political discussion is linked to 
British party politics and as such 
loses its objectivity. With 
concentrations of Indians and 
Pakistanis in a number of British 
constituencies, British MPs are 
often accused of supporting British 
foreign policies relating to India 
and Pakistan on the basis of 
electoral considerations 
determined by the dominant ethnic 
groups in their constituencies. For 
many such reasons, the idea of 
such a forum is extremely 
valuable. Such a forum would also 
provide nationals living abroad 
with an opportunity to make their 
voice heard But more importantly, 
with an unstable record of 
democratic rule in Pakistan and the 
much-touted work of ‘vested 
interests’ in undermining the peace 
process, once initiated these links 
would start a process that would be 
difficult to halt. But the important 
thing 1s that links are established 
by those with a genuine 
commitment to peace and no 
‘hidden agendas’. But ironically, 
such a forum has to be initiated, 
the ball must start rolling from 
those at the political level. Will 
such process be allowed? Vision of 
wider interests. If the peace 
process is to blossom, the seeds 
that have been sowed by recent 
initiatives must be encouraged by 
all means possible, because for all 
the rhetoric, there is a very real 
danger that otherwise it is still 
possible that it could still be 
nipped in the bud.
